In 1837, an address on slavery, to all in the United 
States who profess the Christian religion, and hope 
for salvation through the mercy and merits of our 
Lord and Saviour, Jesus Christ, was adopted, and 
twenty thousand copies printed, and widely 
lated. A memorial was also sent to Congt

We are commanded to,confess our 
faults, one to another, and I have no doubt but most 
friends will be surprised at the confession I 
iut to make ; for so far as I have been known 
at all, for the last six years, I have been known

abolitionist. AVhat, then, will be their surprise, 
to learn, for the first time, that I was for fif¬ 
teen years, a slaveholder! I have sometimes been 
tempted to frame an excuse for my conduct, but 
could never make out one that would even satisfy 
myself. How then could I satisfy others ? I knew 
it was wrong to enslave human beings, descended 
from the same common patents with myself, and 
can now well remember expressing that opinion 
when but a boy ; and yet, soon after I was twenty- 
one, I found myself a partner in a company, that 
held a large number of slaves. In this connection 
J voluntarily continued for fifteen years. How I 
managed to keep conscience as quiet as it was for sr 
long a period, I cannot tell; the most that I car 
now remember is, that when the subject of slavery 
came up (as it sometimes would) I would say,—’ 
can’t help it—I can’t abolish slavery.—the niggers 
are well enough off—somebody must take care of 
them, &c. In short, I went over with all those ex¬ 
cuses, which were so common in the early part of I 
the anti-slavery enterprise. The precise number of 
slaves held by our company, I do not now recollect,

At the Yearly meeting in 1838, Friends

You will 
conclude by this time, that we grew vastly rich, but 1 
such is not the fact, for we were at a great expense 
build places, where they could be safely kept, and 
i employed agents to transact all the business of 
the plantation, which was very extensive, (beins ' 
miles square) and the annual outlays required to 1 
n good slaveholding condition, were immense, 
times reduced us so low, that our company was 
on the very verge of bankruptcy. But do not under-1 
stand that our company ever owped a slave—not 
all—far from it. The law did not allow us to oi 
a slave—oh, no—we were nothing but slave-AoMers. 
We held them in bondage for “southern gentle¬ 
men we were but one peg above the slave, in 
point of rank. Our business was (as drivers told 
us) to keep the slaves from running away, and, if 
they did, to bring them hack to our masters. Well, 
our company went on for many years, doing just as 
we were told, when I accidentally met with a pa¬ 
per, which contained some information respecting 
the future prospects of our company, which' led me 
to investigate the subject, and I found that we had 
lost money, honor, credit, self-respect, and even 
wounded conscience by our connection with this 
abominable scheme of villany. I then quit the con¬ 
cern, and would sooner take stock under Latham’s 
bank bill, if it allowed me to issue but one dollar in 
paper, for every one hundred in specie, than again 
be found in such a mean and contemptible employ¬ 
ment, as that of holding one man, that another 
igiht rob him; and as I am now done with my 


confession, permit me to ask my old partners a few 


openings, for the benefit of the colored 
peering, at the same time, the advice before given, 
not to join the, abolition and colonization societies. 
The Yearly meeting also directed the re-printing of 
an epistle from the Yearly meeting of Friends in 
London, on the subject of slavery, to the number of 
five thousand copies, to be annexed to our minutes, 
for distribution to the families, and the meeting for 
sufferings afterwards directed three thousand more, 
for general circulation. The attention of the meet¬ 
ing for sufferings was also drawn to the subject of 
petitioning the legislatures of Indiana and Ohio, 
and of the general government, in behalf df the 
African race; hut no way opening, in the right au¬ 
thority, to petition Congress, special deputations of 
Friends were sent with petitions, in this year, and 
also in 1S41 again, .to both the Slate legislatures, in 
behalf of the people of color, who. caused the peti¬ 
tions to be presented, and remained some rime at 
the seats of government, engaged in active labors 
among the members. 

In' 1841, in an epistle to the subordinate meetings, 
issued; by the Yearly meeting, it is said, that “ it is 
far from the wish of this meeting to induce, on the 
part of our members, an apathy of feeling on the 
deeply affecting subject of slavery.” On'the con¬ 
trary, a de,sire was expressed, “ that all may faith¬ 
fully maintain this Christian testimony, and cherish 
a lively interest, both for the oppressed and oppres¬

In 1842, the meeting for sufferings directed the 
reprint for circulation, mostly in the slave States, of 
three thousand copies of an “Appeal to the profes¬ 
sors of Christianity in the southern States, and else- 
where, on the subject of slavery, by the represen¬ 
tatives of the Yearly meeting of Friends lor New 
England,” in which the horrors of the slave trade 
are strongly set out, and in which it is shown that 
the trade must derive its support from the unrigh 
eous system of slavery, &c. 

In addition to the /brenamed public acts of the 
meetings, it is well known that many concerned 
individuals were also engaged, as way opened, in 
labors in the same cause; some of whom extended 
their labors into the slave States. 

After all these public demonstrations of the 
ciety by our Yearly meeting, how can it be said,! 
with any degree of fairness or truth, that we have| 
been doing nothing before the public on the subject 
of slavery ? 

In the exercise and travail of the society, for the 
last few years, since the spirit of over-active zeal I 
and insubordination made its appearance, we have 
esteemed it a special favor of our Heavenly Father 
and merciful Preserver, that the ministers, and other 
concerned. Friends, from other Yearly meetings, who 
have, in the prosecution of their religious services, 
visited our Yearly meeting, and participated with 
us in feeling, have mostly, and so far as we know, 
without exception, approved and sanctioned the ad¬ 
vices issued by this meeting, and the Yearly meet¬ 
ing, on the subjects relating to slavery, and have] 
given us united support and assistance in those 
measures, of which the separatists so loudly com¬ 
plain. 

In regard to the measures alluded to before, as | 
being arbitrary and proscriptive, and which 
out as being another cause of separation, it may be 
proper to remark, that the proceedings alluded to, 
are believed to be in accordance with the usages*of 
our society. We think that the epistle of advice 
issued by our late' Yearly meeting, made out 
accordance with the proceedings of the meeting 
which it is said that “ those who have distinguished 
themselves by opposition or disregard to the advices 
and travail of the body, are manifestly unsuitable 
for important services in it, while they remain 
that situation,” no new principle or practice is t 
commended. It has; we believe, been a common 
practice in our society, to leave off from all im¬ 
portant appointments, and stations in the church, 
such as are out of unity with the body for any 
cause; and all such as are'standing against the 
discipline or advices. It has not been common tc 
disown such speedily, without first extending bro¬ 
therly counsel and labor for their reclamation; nor 
were any disowned, or cut off, by our last Yearly] 
meeting; measures were only adopted, in accordance 
with the usages of society, to discontinue from ser¬ 
vice, while they remain in their present condition, 
persons who had given much practical evidence of | 
alienation, opposition, and disunity with the pro¬ 
ceedings and advices; and not for bearing a faithful 
testimony against slavery, as has been erroneously j 
stated. And we have felt ourselves religiously con¬ 
cerned, to proceed to do such duties as were required 
at our hands, in mildness, tenderness, and under the 
influence of heavenly love and forbearance; and' 
while it is still out concern and prayer, to. perform 
faithfully, firmly, and promptly, those duties required \ 
at our hands, in the proper support of our discipline, 
and the good order of the ehurch, it is our desire 
for ourselves, and our members generally, to proceed: 
cautiously, mildly, and tenderly. 

Finally, dear Friends, we wish you, in your testi-j 
atony against slavery, which we desire you 'by no 
means to abate, to exercise the spirit, and follow the 
practice, of our dear, departed .Friend, John Wool- 
man, and other worthy predecessors, of the same 
practices, whom we have been Slanderously charged 
with discarding. We again reriewedly state, that 
we still adhere to our .ancient principles and testi-j 
mony, in regard to slavery, and that we desire and] 
advocate unconditional emancipation; believing that 1 
all men, without regard to color or nation, ate equally

DIABOLICAL OUTRAGE.

Dear Friend Garrison :—Knowing you lo be a 
friend of humanity, and a lover of mankind, I hasten 
to lay before you the following matter of facts, 
dispose of them as may best suit yourself: 

I am the pastor of the African Methodist Episcor 
cal Church, for the cities of Providence and Boston. 

I have charge of the Bethel church, in West Centre 
street, Boston, but make the city of Providence my 
principal place of residence. 

On the 27th of March, I left this place for Phila¬ 
delphia. I arrived in the city of New-York on board 
the sieamer Mohegan, about three o’clock, P. M. 
Wednesday, March 26th. Between 4 and 5 o’clock, 
the afternoon of the same day, I went to the tick- 
office of.the Jersey city railroad company, and 
purchased a ticket of the agent, or clerk, of the com¬ 
pany, for a passage to Philadelphia. I gave him four' 
dollars for the ticket, the same that all others gt 
for which I found no fault, after I had asked the 
agent if I could be accommodated with a comforta¬ 
ble seat in the cars. He answered me in the affir¬ 
mative, and satisfactorily assured me that I should 
be as well accommodated as any other gentleman. 
I find no fault with him; he gave me all I asked. I 
crossed the river with a ticket he gave me for that 
purpose, and about half-past five o’clock, I was seat¬ 
ed in the car for Philadelphia, by the conductor of . 

I took my seat in the most secluded part 
of the car, in order to be out of the way of my neigh¬ 
bors, as much as possible, and so I passed over a part 
of the road quite comfortably, and unmolested, while 
the then present conductor remained on the train

We make the following extract from the Eleventh 
Annual Report of the Board of Managers of the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Anti-Slavery Society. It was written 
by Edmund Quincy, and occupies about 80 octavo 
pages. It is an admirable document, both in manner 
and matter : 


Such is the substance of this celebrated discus- 
i of the Supreme Court; a decision which sweeps 
away by a breath all safeguards of all personal li¬ 
berties, which the jealous care of our ancestors, for 
five hundred years, has been devoted to secure for 
us. And this by the tribunal which the people 
have established as the sacred depository of their 
liberties, where they might he safe from their own 
excesses! The bitterness of the wound is enhanced 
by the knowledge of the trusted hands that dealt it 
—as poison seems to its victim more deadly, when 
administered by his confessor, in the Eucharist. 
By this decision, the personal liberty of every inha¬ 
bitant of the free States is placed at the mercy of a 
single judge, selected by his enemy. The right of 
trial by jury, though guarantied by the Constitution 
of the United States, is denied by it in the case ‘ 
which, of all others, it is the most precious, not even 
excepting thht which touches life itself, and the 
laws securing it to their inhabitants by some of the 
States, in cases affecting their liberty, inferentially 
declared to be void. The writ of habeas corpus 
forever suspended, in which its interference is t 
most essential to personal liberty. If a man claim 
the horse of another as his property, he must establish 
his claim to the satisfaction of a jury of the country. 
Ifhe claim a man as hisehattel personal, by mistake 
or perjury, he may carry him off into hopeless sla¬ 
very by the certificate of a single justice of the pt 

who may be the vilest and most abandoned of l., 

—who may, by possibility, be abiding a trial that 
will consign him to the penitentiary, or the gallows. 
The whole tone of the decision is marked by the as¬ 
sumption, that the preservation of the blessings of I 
slavery, and not of liberty, to themselves and their 
posterity, was the guiding purpose of the framers 
of the Constitution ; and to the accomplishment of 
that great end, all the rights of the inhabitants of 
the free States must be sacrificed. If this be, indeed, 
the meaning of th e constitution of government which 
our fiMhers purchased with their blood, the battles 
of the revolution were fought in vain. The star- 
chamber and court of high commission, in their most 
despotic days, never claimed for any tyrant such a 
power as this.

this number one was a small child, the rest 

that “ he believed” two or three of them could 
read; that he had “ tried hard” to impress the slaves 
with the duty of being formally married when they 
wished to take up with companions, but that they 

the habit of cohabiting without any such ceremo¬ 
ny, that he found it impossible to make them duly feel 
importance; that he had often performed the 
riage ceremony for blacks, in the usual form, except 
that he added to the promise of mutual fidelity till 
[ death—“ or till separated by circumstances beyond your 
control, (i. e. sale or removal, &c.) 

Smith was attended by a female slave, who wait- 
his daughter; and understanding, from the con¬ 
versation of several persons on board, that she wished 
leave slavery, and remain in Ohio, I informed Mr. 
Smith of the fact; and that the woman was free by the j 
laws of Ohio, having been taken by her master within 
the bounds of the State; that he could not take her 
back without enslaving a free woman. And I requested 
him to bring the woman forward, that we might con- 
with her; and if she preferred to return to slave- 
ir care of the matter would cease. He replied, 
that I might converse with her, “if I chose to risk all 
the consequences; that he never suffered any one to inter¬ 
fere with a person under his care, with impunity ;” 
that he considered the woman’s condition, as slave to 
him, to he far preferable to freedom in Ohio; he there¬ 
fore did not think it his dvxty to allow her to remain. 

he left the boat at Wheeling, Virginia, instead 
[of proceeding to Wellsville, the residence of his father, 
[he doubtless has.left his slave in the care of some slave¬ 
holder, on the Virginia side of the Ohio, for safe keep¬ 
ing, and perhaps to earn him a few dollars while he is 
attendance on the sittings of yoiir body. 

The question which I wish to propound to your reve¬ 
rend body, is this : “ Ought a brother, under the circum¬ 
stances above detailed, to be allowed his seat, as a com¬ 
missioner to your general assembly, and no notice taken 1 
of the fact that he holds, and intends to hold, as a slave, 
who is free by the law of .God and the civil 
law of this country ?

LETTER FROM DAVID RUGGLES. 

Northampton, May 1st, 1843. 

I regret that you did not state, in your remarks in¬ 
troducing an extract of my letter in the Standard of the 
6th ultimo, that I sojourn here as a member of this great 
and interesting family, called “The Northampton Asso¬ 
ciation of Education and Industry,” established to live 
the hallowed principle of “ equal brotherhood—the all- 
embracing law of love —so emphatically taught by true 
Christianity.” 

That no member is considered to be “ in the employ 
of the association-,” but that each and every member 
employs himself and herself in promoting the welfare of | 
all, by preparing this family, “by an enlightened and 
:r-ending education, to be peaceful, happy, and ac- 
fellow-laborers together,” in promoting a higher de¬ 
velopment of the race. 

I shall remain here a few months longer, until I gain 
sufficient physical and mental strength to re-enter the 
i for the redemption of our enslaved and perishim 
countrymen. 

I wish that the fact could be generally known amonj 
such of our disfranchised friends as are desirous of se¬ 
curing an education, and a trade, at the same time, for 
their children, male or female, and who are able to pay 
am of one hundred dollars a year for board, wash¬

port; but he still pursued the business on his own re¬ 
sponsibility. He would take his seat in a sailor hoarding- 
house, call for a glass of grog, and when a sailor came 
in, Sherman would treat him, enter into familiar 
versatios, and, without exciting suspicion of his object, 
would often contrive to elicit, information sufficient to j 
convict persons engaged in the slave trade. He related 
the following circumstance: He had noticed ii 
the newspapers the sailing of a ship, which he suspected 
destined for a slaver. Some considerable time aft< 
aw, by the papers, that she had arrived in South 
America; I believe at Monte Video. He had no doubt, 
that she had a cargo of slaves; he resorted to the fol¬ 
lowing, expedient .to obtain proof of the fact. He took 
hiis seat in a sailor boaTding-house, treated every sailor 
who happened to step in, and inquire of him where he 
was last from, what vessel he had sailed in,t&c. After 
spending several days in this way, lie happened to 
with one who had been in the suspected vessel. He 
took the sailor into a private room, and after prevailing 
upon him to promise seeresy, he addressed him thus; I 
have very nearly his own words: “Well, now, sir 
rely upon your honor, that you will not betray me. 
own part of that ship, and am concerned in the voyat 
I have always suspected that the captain made a false 
return as to the number of slaves, and by that means 
has cheated me out of a considerable sum of money, 
want yon to inform me how many you took on board, 
how many died on the passage, and how many you sold 
at Monte Video.” The sailor, not suspecting his object, 
gave him a full account of the whole voyage. Sherman 
then took him to an attorney, had an affidavit drawn, 
proceeded to Richard Peters, judge of the district court 
of the United States, and the sailor swore to the facts. 
This was transmitted to New-York, where the vessel 
Was libelled, and, by due process of law, was condemn¬ 
ed, and sold. 

Another vessel, belonging to P. C. and T. P. of 
Philadelphia, was discovered, by the same means, to 
have been engaged in the slave trade. I saw an affi¬ 
davit of one of the sailors, which stated that she took 

about four hundred slaves at Mozambique, and sailed, 
thence for South America; that on the voyage, they en¬ 
countered a severe storm, which injured the ship, so that 
they stopped at the Cape of Good, Hope to repair. After 
t the repairs were completed, they again set sail for the 
destined port. Soon after leaving the cape, it was found 
that the rice had been wet daring the gale, and had be¬ 
come sour, which produced disease among the slaves, 
and many died. On one occasion, nine of them were 
brought on deck, being so ill that fresh air was deemed 
necessary to save their lives. Weak and emaciated as 
they were, after being on deck a short time, they ex¬ 
hibited symptoms of mutiny, and refused to go below 
when ordered to do so. A son of one of the owners, 
whom I well knew, was supercargo. He held a consul- 
with the captain, and it was judged necessary to 
adopt prompt measures to quell the spirit of insurrection 
manifested among the slaves. The supercargo took his 
musket, and again ordered the men to go below, which 
they refusing to do, he took deliberate aim, and shot 
three, one after another, and they fell dead upon the 
deck. The olher^seeing this, submitted, and tvent be¬ 
low. This affidavit, I was told, was read to the youns 
the presence of the witness. He asked the wit 
Did you see me shoot three men?” He replied, 

* you shoot, and the men fall.” The parties, 
finding their case desperate, compromised the matter, by 
giving Sherman fifteen hundred dollars; and there the 
matter ended.

As 
Sherman heal’d of it, he procured process, proceeded 
with the marshal’s deputy to her lodgings, and arrested 
her. Being informed of the nature of the charge 
which the proceedings were founded, she inquired of | 
Sherman, “Is this your doings ?” “Yes, ina’airv 
replied. “Well, I tell you, you had better take 
what you are about. A man in Rhode Island got his 
cut off for meddling with tlxis kind of business; and 
will get yours cut off, if you don’t take care what 
are about.” Sherman coolly put back the hair from 
his heat!, showed the place where ears had been, and 
answered, “ I am that man.” Mrs. Robbins, as he called 
gave bail to appear at court ; the action was qni \ 
lam. (the latvyers can tell what that means.) In a few 
days, however, she cited Sherman to appear before Judge 
■Peters, when it appeared that she had lately been mo 
ried, and that her husband’s name not being included 
the proceedings, they could not be sustained; she w 
therefore discharged. Sherman forthwith renewed the 
in legal form; but the woman was not to he found. 
She left the city, and was not heard of afterwards. She 
said to be wealthy.

The Slave Trader. 

About the year 1804, Isaac Sherman went to Phila¬ 
delphia, in consequence of having received information 
of several Vessels belonging to merchants of that city 
being engaged in the African slave trade. He 
| recommended to the abolitionists of that place by some 
of the abolitionists of New-York. He called upon m 
informed me of the object of his visit, and expressed 
wish to have an interview with some members of the 
abolition society. Several of them being notified, i: 
my house, when Sherman explained the object of liis 
visit. Shortly after, the society had a meeting, and ap¬ 
pointed a committee, consisting, I think, of seven 
sons, to assist him in prosecuting the business, 
not, at this remote period, recollect all their names. 
Thomas Harrison, Samuel Harvey, and myself, were 
re of them. Sherman was a native of New Eng- 
d, a shrewd, plausible man, and made an impression 
the committee, that his motives were purely bene¬ 
volent and honorable. Divers persons who, from their 
character and standing in the world, we should not have 
suspected, were found to be engaged in the nefarious 
traffic; upon the enormity of which no man could < 
patiate more fluently than Sherman. He had been 
Philadelphia hut a short time, before lie informed the 
committee that thejbrig Tryphenia, belonging to Maher & 
McDermot, had been employed in transporting slaves 
from the island of St. Thomas to Havana. It wa 
termined to commence a prosecution, for the penalty 
prescribed by an act of Congress. Although the com¬ 
mittee were unanimous as to the propriety of instituting 
I legal proceedings, there was much difficulty in prevailing 
upon any of them to consent to permit their names 
used as plaintiff in the case. At length, rather than 
the culprits should he suffered to escape, I consented, 
and a suit was instituted in my name. The case was 
tried in the circuit court Of the United States. Bushrod 
Washington presided. The law was as explicit as 
guage could make 1 it; that it should be unlawful for any 
vessel “ to be employed, or made use of, in transporting 
carrying slaves from one foreign country, or place, to 
another.” The judge, however, said that Congress could 
be such knights-errant as to make a law to pre 
man from taking his property where he pleased 
that it was (be intention of the law to prohibit vessels 
from taking free people, and making slaves of them; of | 
s, we were defeated. Lewis and Rawle, two en 
lawyers, advised an appeal; but as Maher 
McDermot had failed, the ease was abandoned. A Sx 
was instituted by Sherman against a certain Captain 
Towers, which h.e commuted, as I was informed, 
Towers paying seven hlindred and fifty dollars. The 
committee discovered that Sherman’s views were entirely

w give an account liow Sherman came to loose 1 
his ears. For a series of years, he had prodigiously | 
harassed those human hyenas, who fatten upon the tears 
and blood of their fellow-men. He was instrumental in 
getting a certain vessel condemned, and sold at Bristol, 
R. I. When she was put up for sale, the first person 
who bid was immediately seized by men with painted 
faces, and Indian costume. , These disguised savages 
took him to a small island near by, stripped him from 
the waist up, and severely whipped him. This violent 
procedure intimidated others, and tlie vessel sold for a 
mere trifle. Sherman had rendered himself extremely 
odious, and a determination seems to have been formed 
to take his life. He was once traveling to Bristol, in the 
prosecution of his profession; that of an informer. Ob- 
serving two men following him in a chaise, he became 
alarmed; and in order to ascertain to a certainty whe¬ 
ther or not he was the object of their pursuit, he turned 
out of the road usually traveled, and went several miles 
round about. They kept after him. This circumstance 
convinced him that they meditated an attack. By hard 
traveling, he reached Bristol about dusk in the evening; 
and he soon discovered that his pursuers took lodgings 
at the same place that he did. A little after ten o’clock, 
he retired to bed, taking care to lock the door. Although 
very weary, fear kept him awake. The family retired, 
and all was still, till about twelve o’clock, when he heard 
the door of the room on the opposite side of the entry, 
suddenly burst open. From the noise, he apprehended 
some person was being murdered. The lynchers, dis- 
[ covering their mistake, released the man whom they 
had pulled out of bed, and in an instant knocked out 
the pannels of the door in the room where Sherman lay. 
After beating him severely with a club, they put a rope 
'round his ancles, and five or six men thus pulled him 
down stairs, and run as fast as they could, over stones 
and rough ground, till they come to the water’s edge. 
Here they held a consultation. Some proposed to tie a 
stone to his neck, and throw him into the water. Others 
alledged that if such a plan were adopted, it would not 
he known what had become of him; but if they were to 
kill him, and leave him on the shore, everybody would 
(know the cause of his death, and it would intimidate 
others. The latter suggestion prevailed. They gashed 
his head with a sharp stone, cut off both his ears, and 
mangled him in a most shocking manner. After infiict- 
ninety-tliree wounds, (the spars of which I have 
seen,) they left him naked, and, as they supposed, life¬ 
less, on the shore. • But after some time he revived, anil 
With much difficulty crawled to the jxouse. The author 
rifles of the, city issued a proclamation, offering a reward 
for tlie apprehension of the desperadoes who had com¬ 
mitted the outrage; but they were never discovered. 
He gradually recovered his 1 usual health, and renewed 
his vocation, with increased energy. He possessed su¬ 
perior talents, and was as well acquainted with the laws | 
respecting the slave trade, as any lawyer in the country. 
He had made them his peculiar study for many years, 
with great diligence and perseverance. I

THE SOCIETY OF FRIENDS. 

Of all the anomalies of the present day, and they are 
numerous, there is none more strange than that in which 
the Society of Friends have placed themselves. Their 
early history shows that they were among the most con¬ 
spicuous agitators of the age. In all places where ini¬ 
quity abounded, they were found testifying against it, 
with a boldness and intrepidity, that excited the most 
violent and relentless hostility of professor and profane. 
They were termed “ busy-bodies,” and were charged 
with “ turning the world upside down.” They were 
mobbed, and pelted with filth; their meetings were broken 
up, and many of them suffered death. When I read 
these accounts, twenty or thirty years ago, I attributed 
those outrages to the dark spirit of the age in which 
committed. I never anticipated that I should 
witness the same things repeated. We profess to be 
much more enlightened than were the people of that 
time; and yet we see abolitionists receive the same 
treatment as Friends did in those days. It is from the 
rabble, to be sure; hut they are stimulated to those deeds 
of blood hymen who are considered the religious and 
respectables portion of the community; and so it was 
‘then. In process of time, Friends became numerous and 
wealthy; people of the world began to court their friend¬ 
ship, and all men spoke well of them. 

With this subtil stratagem of the adversary they be- 

ime captivated; and instead of that bold, uncompro¬ 
mising people they once were, too many of them became 
a quiet, and forebore to offend iniquity by rebuke. Even 
the slaveholder finds apologists among them. We no 
[longer see them engaged in works of benevolence and 
charity, unless it be in some way that will conciliate 
the favor and applause of their fellow-men.
